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Campus Happenings 


King Memorial Sculpture 

"The Balance of Equality," a 17-foot tall 
concrete sculture symbolizing the beliefs and values 
of Martin Luther King Jr. has been erected in the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Commons, between the 
library and the student center. 

The sculpture, created by Dann Nardi of 
Bloomington, Illinois, is composed of two large 
cones, joined at their vertices. Slit-like openings 
throughout the top cone break up the mass, and 
permit light rays to shine skyward through them at 
night from lights beneath the sculpture. Of the 
mainly black and white sculpture, Nardi says, "there 
is a message intended. It's very much about integra- 
tion.” 

Nardi's work was the unanimous choice of a 
panel of jurors including NIU students, faculty, 
staff, alumni, and three nationally known artists. 
Eddie Williams, NIU vice president of finance and 
planning and chair of the jury, said the panel found 
Nardi's work "the most intellectually engaging and 
visually interesting of the four (finalist) proposals 
and best suited to the site.” 


Year of the Volunteer 

It's the "Year of the Volunteer" at Northern 
Illinois University, according to NIU President John 
La Tourette in keeping with the spirit of a new 
mandate from the Illinois General Assembly. 

The new legislation encourages all full-time 
undergraduates, as well as graduates, at all public 
universities to take part in a new Student Volunteer 
Corps program through which they will contribute 
an average of 30 hours of community service per 
academic year. 

The existing level of volunteerism at NIU 
provides a solid base for instituting the volunteer 
program. Current programs such as the 15-year-old

campus recycling project, blood drives that last year 
brought in 3,675 pints of blood, and residence halls’ 


_ Skip-a-Meal projects. that have raised $38,000 over 


the past four years, have set the pace for this year's 
program. 

Students from the Department of Library 
and Information Studies in conjunction with other 
departments within the College of Professional 
Studies participated in a fall clean-up day. They met 
near the west lagoon, picked up litter and debris, 
then went to the Stadium Club for pizza and social- 
izing. It gave students an opportunity to do some 
good for the environment and meet other students on 
campus. 


Recycling 

The University has been recycling for the 
past fifteen years, however, only newspapers and 
aluminum cans were picked up, and the Student As- 
sociation was responsible for that. 

This year there is a pilot program in five 
buildings, including Adams, where mixed paper is 
also picked up. This is done by the building service 
workers. This program will expand campus wide in 
the near future. 

Pat Hewitt, Associate Vice President of 
Business and Operations, says she can "ultimately 
envision one unitresponsible for the entire recycling 
project." She added that in. accordance with state 
legislation "by the year 1995 there must be a pro- 
gram in place that would see that 40% of the Univer- 
sity's waste 1s recycled." 


Children's Literature Institute 
The Eleventh Annual Children's Literature 
Institute, held in March, brought together a variety 
of cultures and ideas. It was also an excellent 
opportunity for students to match names with the 
faces of their favorite authors and illustrators.

Schindel shared general information about the pub- 
lishing world. Milton Melzer spoke about his non- 
fiction books about the immigrant history of the 
many ethnic groups in America. Mildred Pitts 
Walter presented her books about African-Ameri- 
can children growing up. Jerry Pinkney's illustra- 
tions, mostly watercolors, were part of his lecture 
about becoming an illustrator. Storyteller and ac- 
tress, Carman Aguilar,-told stories that have been 
passed down through generations of Spanish people. 
Laurence Yep, a Chinese American, told how the 
events of his life have provided a basis for his stories. 
Jamake Highwater, a Blackfoot Indian, spoke about 
the degenerization of our planet. He said, "Being 
tolerant will not get us anywhere. We have to 
change our minds. Ignorance is not a lack of infor- 
mation. Ignorance is taught. That's where bias 
comes from." He left the audience with a lot to think 
about. 

The institute, sponsored by the Department 
of Library and Information Studies, the Department 
of Curriculum and Instruction, and the College of 
Continuing Education, was successful. It opened 
many eyes to the diversity of the people on our earth. 


Research Day 

The Department held a Research Day on 
April 10th in the Heritage Room in the Holmes 
Student Center preceeding the Spring Colloquium. 

Recent alumni participated in a poster ses- 
sion illustrating the research they have performed 
and the conclusions they have reached. The session 
was two hours long and was well attended. 

Professor Shavit organized the event and 
said it was "very successful." He added, "A lot of 
people came to remember the good old days of 
library school."

Colloquium Notes 1991 


Spring 

The Spring Colloquium, held April 10, at the 
Holmes Student Center, featured two presentations 
about reference services. Joan C. Durrance, Associ- 
ate Professor of Library and Information Studies at 
the University of Michigan lectured to a standing 
room only audience, comprised of DLIS students 
and librarians from all over Illinois. . 

Her thought provoking talks, "Measuring 
Reference Success" and "New Ways to look at Ref- 
erence," explored the efficacy of a common means 
of evaluating reference services and other possible 
evaluation techniques. She questioned the value of 
using unobtrusive testing and the validity of esti- 
mates regarding the percentage of reference ques- 
tions correctly answered. Another focus was the use 
of achecklist for in-depth observation of the interac- 
tion between reference librarian and patron. 


Summer 

Author Glennette Tilley Turner surprised 
the audience at the Summer Colloquium on July 23, 
by calling upon several audience members to play 
roles in a skit dramatizing events related to the 
Underground Railroad. She also presented a vide- 
otape of one of Harriet Tubman's descendants giv- 
ing a historical account of her ancestor's struggles 
with the Underground Railroad. 

Turner's presentations, "Writing Multicul- 
tural Literature for Children and Adults” and "Re- 
searching Young Adult and Children's Biography: 
Little Known Lives of Famous People," supplied not 
only practical suggestions on research and writing, 
but also entertaining and informative anecdotes about 
authors and biographical subjects.

Fall 


Carol Tenopir, from the School of Library 
and Information Studies at the University of Hawaii 
at Manoa, was this fall's colloquium speaker. She 
spoke to an audience of approximately seventy 
people about "Impact of CD-ROM on Reference 
Collections and Services," and "CD-ROM, Online 


and OPAC Databases: Competition or Co-exis- . 


tence." 

In the first program Tenopir gave several 
general facts about CD-ROM, for instance, who is 
using CD-ROM and what products and titles are 
being selected by librarians and patrons. She said 
"There are lots of (title) choices, lots of libraries 
using CD-ROM, and a high level of user accep- 
tance." These three conditions account for the huge 
success of CD-ROM. 

CD-ROM has also had three major impacts 
on the library itself. The physical collection, the 
patron profile and the Reference Librarian have all 
been affected by the influx of CD-ROM. In the 
future, Tenopir sees "more." That's more titles, 
more full-text and multi-media products, more vari- 
ety of software, more local area networks, and more 
dial-up access. 

The second program gave an overall picture 
of electronic reference services. Tenopir surveyed 
research libraries about their electronic reference 
use. She explained what research librarians are 
doing now and what they plan to be doing in two 
years. Each library also elaborated about the inter- 
action of the various electronic sources. They also 
said which sources are most popular with users, and 
which sources the librarians like best. 

Tenopir also analyzed the impact various 
services have on each other. The services analyzed 
were: Online intermediary, CD-ROM, end-user 
Online, and databases via OPAC. 

The colloquium was held on October 28 in 
the Illinois Room in the Holmes Student Center. 
Beforehand, approximately twenty students from 
the DLIS enjoyed a buffet lunch with Tenopir .
